GERMANS EXPORT DIAMONDS, 


Stocks From South Africa Bsing Sold 
to Americana Via Holland. 
According to the Manchester G uar­ 
dian, there is one export from Germa­ 
ny which is quite lively aud very diffi­ 
cult to 'cheek, that of diamonds. When 
the w ar broke oiff a syndicate In Rer­ 
un which b u ts diamonds from South­ 
west Africa found itself with a stock 
on hand worth $1,000,(JOO. 
These dia­ 
monds are being cu t for very low 
wages by craftsm en in Belgium and 
Bold via Holland to the V lilted States. 
The Putted States is practically the 
only country buying diamonds now, 
and the American appetite for them 
is described as amassing. 
On the declaration of war tho syndi­ 
cate which takes over the De Beefs 
aud Jagersfouteln products had a stone 
of diamonds worth $4,000,000. 
It al­ 
ready has disposed of half of this 
stock. 
The Prem ier mine, which m ar­ 
kets Its own diamonds, has got rid of 
a third of Its surplus. 
Almont all of 
these stones have gone to the United 
States. 
Good judges anticipate a net retry of 
diamonds when peace comes.

ELECTRICITY IN THE CLOUDS, 


Th# Processes by W hich th# Masses of 


Unequally 
Charged 
V apor 
Ara 


United, the Lightning Flashes Gen­ 


erated and the Downpour Started. 


Lightning Is the result of electric dis­ 
charges from the clouds, says the Elec­ 
trical Experimenter In printing w hat 
it 
calls 
“a 
thunderstorm 
primer.” 
Every cloud, like every other object 
contains electricity. 
This m akes no 
disturbance so long as the quantity 
contained is normal. 
W hen the quan­ 
tity becomes greater th an normal the 
object Is positively charged; when it 
becomes less than normal the object is 
negatively charged. 
T he equilibrium 
of the electric force In the clouds Is 
disturbed by evaporations from tile 
surface of the earth, by changes of 
tenqierature in the atm ospheric vajmr, 
by chemical action on the ea rth ’s su r­ 
face and by the friction of volumes of 
air of different densities against each 
other. 
When clouds charged w ith the oppo- 
site electricities approach, the forces 
rush tow ard each other and combine to 
restore the state of equilibrium, for a.I 
bodies charged with opposite elect riel- 
ties attract each other. 
Between the 
clouds Is air, nn excellent nonconduc­ 
tor. through which the electricity has 
to force a passage. 
The violence with 
which it does this produces the light­ 
ning and the accompanying crash of 
thunder. 
Clouds are good conductors, while the 
air ntiout them is u nonconductor; 
therefore the electricity accum ulates in 
the clouds. 
It Is probably this elec­ 
tricity which prevents tile particle** of 
w ater from uniting together and fulling 
down in the form of ruin. 
Im agine two clouds near to each oth­ 
er In the sky, one positively and the 
other negatively electrified, for there 
cannot in all nature be such a condi­ 
tion as that of one body positively ex­ 
cited without the coexistence of an­ 
other Issly negatively excited. 
If the 
positively charged cloud were all alone 
iu the sky tho circumjacent atmos­ 
phere would assume the negative func­ 
tion. But as the other cloud is near by 
it becomes negative, and both are mu­ 
tually attracted. 
They approach each 
other until tile space of air between 
them can no longer resist their electric 
tension, 
when 
the 
discharge 
takes 
place. 
The equilibrium of the clouds !**ing 
thus restored, there Is nothing to keep 
Hie particles of water apart; they coa­ 
lesce into drops aud fall as rain. 
When only the clouds are Involved 
the equilibrium is quickly restored by 
a few flashes and tho storm is over. 
When the air also is Involved it con­ 
tinues to c burge tile clouds with elec­ 
tricity, and Hie discharges continue un­ 
til the various strata of air ure brought 
Into their normal state. 
Sometim es 
when 
tfie 
clouds 
are 
charged with an opposite electricity to 
that of the earth, a discharge takes 
place from clouds to earth or from 
earth to clouds. 
It is only when there 
is a great disturbance of tho electrical 
forces that the lightning flashes to the 
earth or vie© versa. 
The flash and the thunder peal arc 
simultaneous, and we see the one be­ 
fore we bear the other because light 
waves move far more swiftly Uihij 
sound waves. 
The peal of thunder Is 
ttostantaneous. hut <*otues to us as a 
roll through being ©elioed from clouds 
or mountains. The noise Is caused by 
tho vibrations of the air rushing to til! 
up tin* spac«*« where the electrical dis­ 
charge has rarefied It and condensed 
Its vapors. 
Lightning Is zigzag when it travels 
through a long distance, because it 
compresses the air, which interferes 
with its direct course. 
It is straight 
when It passes through only a short 
distance, 
it is for ti*** I when. being r**- 
Histed by the air. it divide# Into two or 
three pointe. It is sheet w hen the flash 
Is too distant to be visible, and its re- 
fl(*etion alone is seen. 
By remembering that sound travels 
a q uarter of a mile in a second, while 
light travels so swiftly that we see it 
instantaneously, we can tell how far 
off a thunder clap is. 
If we hear a 
thunder elap four seconds after seeing 
tho flash we know it is a mile away. 
For such calculations our own pulse is 
a sufficiently accurate m easure of time, 
for tim pills** of an adult heats about 
once a second. 
A person tinder forty 
should count five heats to tile mile; a 
person under twenty should count sex 
heats to tho mile. ... -
